French Tanks Battle 
Insurgent Forces in 
Hanoi Main Streets 


PARIS, Dec. 23 
( A P ) — French troops, supported by 
planes and tanks, battled through the main streets of Hanoi to­ 
day in their showdown fight for control of northern Indochina. 
An official proclamation ex pressed fear that warfare might soon 
erupt in so uthern Indochina and 
thus engulf all of the rich empire 
outpost. 
Leon 
Blum, 
interim 
president- 
premier of France, told the French 
National Assembly here th a t the 
situatio n was “serious” and might 
grow worse. He-prom ised a policy 
of firmness and said he was rush­ 
ing the famed armored warfare spe­ 
cialist. Maj. Gen. Jacques Leclerc, 
to the troubled Far Eastern colony. 
Leclerc led French forces into 
Indochina after the Japanese sur­ 
render. 
Meanwhile 
a. 
delayed 
dispatch 
from Saigon gave the first word of 
Viet-Nam President Ho Chi Minhi, 
whose government fled Hanoi after 
the initial outbreak of hostilities on 
Thursday. 
The dispatch quoted Ho as 
say ing y esterday at Bachmai 15 
miles northeast of Hanoi, that 
the 
Viet - Namese, 
preferring 
death to slav ery , would fight a 
long and bloody struggle for 
freedom 
and 
that “ 20.000,000 
Viet-Namese 
would 
ultimately 
v anquish 100,000 reactionaries. ’ 
He accused the French of pro­ 
voking war by arresting and ter­ 
rorizing the people of both no rthern 
and 
so uthern 
Indochina, 
a nd 
^ charged 
them 
with 
using 
their 
planes to bomb women and children. 
French authorities in Hanoi, cap­ 
ital of the Viet-Nam republic, ac­ 
cused the Viet-Namese of atrocities 
against French civilians, including 
sadistic murders and torch slay­ 
ings.

th a t 
the 
bodies of 29 French civilians, in­ 
cluding 11 women, had been re­ 
covered, and th a t the hearts had 
been cut out of some and daggers 
jabbed into the eyes of others. 
The Associated Press correspond­ 
ent at Hanoi said th at he had seen 
the past week end the bodies oi 19 
Chinese, who had been manacled 
and machine gunned.

High Court Ruling 
Gives Lewis Chance 
To Appeal Injunction 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 23 (IP)—'The 
Supreme 
court 
agreed 
today 
to 
broaden the basis on which it will 
judge the Governm ent’s legal moves 
against a coal strike. It decided to 
hear an appeal by Jo hn L. Lewis 
from 
t h e 
tem porary 
injunction 
granted just before Lewis called off 
the walkout. 
Still before the high court is the 
appeal of Lewis and his United 
Mine Workers against convictions 
and $3,510.000 in fines for violations 
of the prelim inary restraining order 
which 
the 
tem porary 
injunction 
superceded. 
It was possible—at least in 
the v iew of Gov ernment lawy ers 
—for the Supreme court to hav e 
disposed of the earlier appeal 
by merely holding that. Federal 
J udge 
T. 
Alan 
Goldsborough 
was within his rights in issuing 
his restraining order against the 
strike 
and 
in 
enforcing 
the 
order pending a more consider­ 
ed decision. 
The new action, however, pre­ 
sents the broad question whether 
the temporary injunction had any 
validity under the first and 13th 
amendments 
to 
the 
constitution. 
Those are the am endm ents guar­ 
anteeing the right of free speech 
and prohibiting involuntary servi­ 
tude. 
There are no contempt complica­ 
tions in the new questions accepted 
for review by the high tribunal.

Medical Problem 
To Top Professors 
BALTIMORE, Dec. 23 (/P>—Qu ad­ 
ru plets born to Mrs. Charles L. 
Hen n Jr., a British war bride, posed 
a medical pu zzle today : are they 
fou r sin gle babies or on e or more 
sets of iden tical twin s? 
Dr. George W. Corn er, head of 
the Departmen t of Embry ology at 
the Carn egie In stitu tion here, said 
today he was ex amin in g the placen ­ 
tae of the fou rsome, bu t that it 
wou ld be “probably two weeks” be­ 
fore a positiv e determin ation cou ld 
be made. 
After a prelimin ary ex amin ation 
in his laboratory last n ight, the 
embry ologist, 
stu dy in g 
the three 
boy s an d a girl at the in v itation of 
Dr. Thomas S. Bowy er, who deliv er­ 
ed them at St. Agn es hospital, con ­ 
clu ded that on e boy an d the girl 
were iden tical twin s—produ cts of a 
sin gle egg — while thè other two 
boy s were separate an d distin ct ba­ 
bies. 
Today , howev er, after a con­ 
ference with Dr. Bowy er, the 
Carnegie institution phy sician 
said complications had set in 
which mlgBt make h!s earlier 
statement inaccurate. 
It had origin ally been plan n ed 
to hav e Dr. Corn er an d Dr. Nicholas

Between them Dr. Bowy er an d a 
St. Agn es colleagu e. Dr. William H. 
Sawy er, had deliv ered fifteen babies 
within 26 hou rs of the qu ads’ birth. 
Dr. Bowy er said last n ight: “I 
thin k they are all separate in fan ts; 
n o iden tical twin s." 
Dr. Sawy er agreed bu t poin ted 
ou t: 
“Each baby was in its own mem­ 


bran e, bu t there was on ly 
a placen ta 
with the first baby , then three ba­ 
bies an d three placen tae, all to­ 
gether,’' 
In n ormal births, he ex plain ed, 
each baby is born with its placen ta. 
Said Dr. Corn er today : 
“ The only possibility of a 
definite answer will be to make 
a microscopic ex amination of 
the material at hand. 
I think 
we ought to know within a few 
weeks.” 
Mean while, Dr. Bowy er gav e the 
babies “a v ery , v ery good chan ce

day after a grand ju ry inv estigation 
into 
the 
disastrou s 
fire 
which 
claimed 119 liv es in the early morn­ 
ing hou rs of Dec. 7, 
The charges were retu rned a few 
hou rs after the grand ju ry heard 
a special agent for the ITational 
Board of Fire Underwriters attribu te 
the rapid spread of the flames to 
arson. 
Fu lton cou nty Solicitor E. E. An­ 
drews said the indictm ents were 
brou ght against A. F. Geele Sr„ and 
A. F, Geele Jr., of Sheboy gan, Wise., 
and R. E. O'Connell, a Chicago de­ 
tectiv e. who hav e leased the hotel 
since 1934. 
One of the three indictments 
alleges a felony and accuses the 
lessees of “ unlawfully and with­ 
out intention to do so cause 
.1. R. Moody of Arlington, Ga., to 
fall to his death in an effort to 
escape from the Winecoff hotel 
during the Dec. 7 fire.” 
The 
indictm ent 
also 
charges 
that the three “wilfu lly and wan­ 
tonly ” operated a hotel which had 
no ou tside Are escapes, “well know­ 
ing that the probable consequ ences 
might endanger the liv es of gu ests.” 
The other two indictm ents carried 
misdemeanor cou nts in the deaths 
of Dr. Carl C. Rasmu sson, Des- 
Moines, Iowa, 
and Miss 
Virginia 
Torbert, Thom aston, Ga. 
Andrews 
said 
conv iction 
on 
a 
felony 
indictm ent 
of 
inv olu ntary 
m anslau ghter carries a sentence of 
from one to three y ears. Conv iction 
on a misdemeanor cou nt, he said, 
wou ld mean u p to 12 months in a 
pu blic works camp, six months in 
jail and a fine of $1000. 
For the past two weeks the grand 


ju ry has heard ev idence from su r­ 
v iv ors and inv estigators, climax ed 
today when Charles M. Hu gu ley of 
the National Board of Fire Under­ 
writers blamed the blaze on arson. 
He testified that a discarded cig- 
aret wou ld hav e produ ced enou gh 
smoke to awaken gu ests long be­ 
fore the first bu rst ou t on the third 
floor, spreading in a few minu tes 
all the way to the 11th. 
Hu gu ley said 
a 
“stream er” 
of 
gasoline, trailing from floor to floor, 
wou ld accou nt for the flash of fire 
which trapped gu ests in their rooms 
and cau sed many to ju mp to their 
deaths from the 15 -story bu ilding 
on downtown Peachtree street. 
City fire m arshal Harry Phillips 
said prev iou sly after his inv estiga­ 
tion the blaze apparently grew ou t 
of a cigaret tha t had been dis- 


carded in a third floor closet where 
mattresses were stored. 
The grand ju ry ' also accu sed the 
Geeles and O ’Connell of failu re to 
m aintain serv iceable fire hoses and 
fireproof doors to the staircases 
and to rooms and failu re to prov ide 
a fire watch making regu lar inspec­ 
tions of all floors. 
The 
indictments 
also 
charged 
failu re to prov ide fire alarms, a 
sprinkler sy stem, ou tside fire escapes 
and failu re to notify the fire depart­ 
m ent u ntil 25 minu tes after the 
blaze originated.

Stassen’s surprising ly early announcement 
of his presidential ambitions was due to 
his discovery on a recent visit to Washing ­ 
ton that his principal rivals — Governor 
Thomas E. Dewey 
of New York and 
Senator Robert A. 
Taft of Ohio—had 
g ot off to a running 
start in the party 
derby. Whereas he

Hailing from the 
politically u n i m *

Had the former 
utility head hung 
back and relied upon orthodox methods in 
his fig ht for the nomination, he would 
have been lost.

HANDICAPS: 
Stassen, fortunately for 
him, has the same assets that aided 
Willkie. 
Powerful financial interests in 
the East which favor his international 
viewpoint will support him to a certain 
point. Even thoug h he may not win the 
nomination, they feel that his pre-conven­ 
tion campaig n will force the GOP as did 
Willkie’s influence, to underwrite the 
Roosevelt-Truman foreig n policy. 
Speaking frankly, they feel that 
they can “use” him, especially as they 
are none too » ure of the complete 
sincerity of Dcwey-Taft professions on 
this q uestion.

Americans Get Brusho ff 
Fro m Reds at Dairen

F 
E SOVIET army has g iven some 
Americans 
q uite 
a 
brush 
off 
at 
Dairen, a Manchurian port where hardly 
anything ie very clear to anyone these 
days. 
Before leaping to the conclusion that 
tihia is simply another mailed-fist-and- 
iron-eurtain show of temper, Americans 
mig ht review what has been reported of 
Dairen’s recent history. Its present mud­ 
dled status may be more of a sympton 
than a cause of the g eneral muddle af­ 
flicting 
Russo-American . and 
Russo - 
Chinese relations in East Asia. 
Under the Sino -So v iet treaty o f 
Aug ust, 1945, Dairen was to beco me 
a free po rt co ntro lled by the Natio nal 
g o v ernment o f China, with special 
eco no mic rig hts reserv ed fo r So v iet 
Russia. 
The Russians occupied 4i along with 
the rest of Manchuria, and have stayed 
on, as Chinese Nationalists did not come 
in 
overland 
because 
of 
intervening 
Chinese Communist forces. 
The Russians have not explained why 
they did not permit the Chinese to come 
in by sea in American transports, but 
ag ain it mig ht have been because of the 
Chinese 
Communists, 
They 
were all 
around; there mig ht have been a battle 
which could have wrecked one of the 
prize ports in the Orient, and Soviet Rus­ 
sians mig ht have been caug ht in the 
crossfire. 
After Soviet troops withdrew from the 
rest of Manchuria the past Winter their 
Dairen g arrison stayed — isolated except 
for 
the 
sea route 
around 
Korea to 
Vladivostok. No one has said why. 
Recently 
the 
Chinese 
g overnment 
armies have run the Communist« out of 
southern 
Manchuria 
except 
for 
the 
Dairen 
area. 
No one. 
including 
the 
Chinese, has said why the Russians still 
don’t move out now and let the Chinese 
in. 
Meanwhile, the past, May the Russians 
let an American consul-g eneral H. Mer­ 
rill Benning hoff, set up an office in 
Dairen. The first thing g enerally known 
about this was in October, when the 
American embassy in Nanking com plained 
that it was hard to keep in touch wltta 
him (via Moscow» and said that Ameri­ 
can naval ships occasionally were being 
sent to remedy thi« situation. 
One of these ships took him some 
communications eq uipment—and an oper­ 
ator—in November. 
This was disclosed 
Dec. 5 by « he U. S. Navy. 
It was the latest such call, by an un­ 
armed craft this past Friday, that ran 
into the Red army brush off. 
A Red army majo r g av e the v essel 
20 minutes to g et o ut, after which he 
said “ We will no t be respo nsible fo r 
the co nsequences.” 
This ultimatum was served after the 
American diplomatic courier and several 
ship» officers had been allowed ashore, 
and after an American businessman and 
two correspondents had tried to g o too. 
Ashore, 
the Russians were eq ually 
short with consul g eneral Benning hoff, 
who was tryig to fix it up for the business­ 
man and the correspondent« to land. The 
Soviet consul told him ‘such thing s had 
to be approved by Moscow, and Benning ­ 
hoff couldn’t even g et to see the Soviet 
army commandant. 
What the Americans have learned is 
that the local Soviet army still is in no 
mood to let unofficial Americans into 
Dairen, period.

‘ Th e local option provisions, h ow­ 
ever, would apply only to th e entire 
townsh ip and can h ave no bearing

liquor license in one village of th e 
townsh ip. 
“ If. in a case of this kind, 
there is proper evidence to sus­ 
tain the discretion of the Board 
as exercised by the board, we 
feel it Is the duty of this court 
to sustain the action of the 
board. 
In the present ease, we 
feel there is ample evidence to 
sustain the board’s action and 
that the exercise of its discre­ 
tion was neither improper or 
arbitrary.”

WASHINGTON, Dec. 23 i/P) — 
George S. Messersmith, American 
ambassador to Argentina, returned 
here today with “absolutely nothing 
to say ” on rep orts that he is seeking 
a showdown with Secretary of State 
By rnes on Argentine p olicy . 
The 
ambassador, who went to 
Argentina 
as 
an 
ace 
dip lomatic 
trouble-shooter eight m onths ago, 
said he will come back to W ashing­ 
ton 
Thursday 
from 
Wilmington, 
Del., where he will sp end the C hrist­ 
mas holiday with relatives. He said 
he ex p ects to return to his South 
American p ost in about two weeks, 
after conferring with By rnes. 
On his arriv al by plane fro m 
Miami, Messersmith was met by 
Dr. Oscar Iv anissev ich, Arg en­ 
tine ambassado r to Washing to n, 
who issued a fo rmal statement 
praising him as a “ truly g reat 
representativ e 
o f 
the 
United 
States who has wo n the respect 
and admiratio n o f the Arg entine 
peo ple.” 
The statem ent said Messersmith 
had witnessed “the great and grow­ 
ing democratic p rocess th a t is go­ 
ing on at p resent in Argentina” 
and declared th a t “Americans and 
Argentines alike know th at no p er­ 
sonal or subordinate interest will 
ever succeed in sep arating our com­ 
mon destiny .” 
The comment on “p ersonal” in­ 
terest was interp reted as referring 
to the wide schism between Mes­ 
sersm ith and Assistant Secretary of 
State 
Sp ruille 
Braden 
in 
their 
views on American p olicy toward 
Argentina. 
Meanwhile, Secretary By rnes, who 
sought several 
times to sidestep 
the showdown which Messersmith is 
rep orted determ ined to have, dis­ 
closed he will leave early tomorrow 
for Aiken, S.C., to sp end C hrist­ 
mas and the time of his return 
here was uncertain. When he and 
Messersmith would meet, therefore, 
was also uncertain. 
Dip lomatic authorities ex p ect that 
in this situation if Messersmith de­ 
mands 
that 
By rnes 
take 
action 
counter to B raden’s wishes, By rnes 
will reject Messersmith's demands. 
In that ev ent there will be lit­ 
tle left fo r the lo ng -term career 
diplo mat ex cept to request a 
transfer to so me o ther po st, seek 
retirement because o f ill health, 
which he has, o r accept an em­ 
barrassing defeat in a campaig n 
he has wag ed fo r many mo nths. 
When Messersmith w e n t to 
Buenos Aires as American envoy 
the p ast May , Juan Peron, Argen­ 
tine strongman, had already been 
legally elected p resident, over the 
indirect but strong op p osition by 
Braden. Messersmith s job, accord­ 
ing to dip lomatic inform ants, was 
to m aintain the firm line laid down 
by Braden with resp ect to Peron’s 
ridding Argentina of Nazis and Nazi 
influences, 
and 
also 
to

straighten out relations, if p ossible. 
While Braden, who p receded Mes­ 
sersm ith as ambassador at Buenos 
Aires, m aintained an even tighter 
basic p olicy toward Peron, Messer­ 
sm ith rep ortedly became convinced:

General Clay Raps French Plan to Erect 
Customs Barrier in Rich Saarland Area 
BERLIN. Dec. 23 f/P)—The Ameri­ 
can and French m ilitary govern­ 
ments in Germ any were at odds to­ 
night over the French action in 
sending 1,200 men into the coal- 
rich Saarland to set up a customs 
barrier between the Saar and the 
rest of Germany . 
Lt. Gen. Lucius D. Clay , dep uty 
American m ilitary governor, charged 
th a t the French move constituted 
an entirely unilateral action which 
was not p resented to the Allied 
control council.” 
The French, who desire sep­ 
aratio n o f the Saar fro m Ger­ 
many o r at least its eco no mic 
integ ratio n with France, co n­ 
tended o fficially that their actio n 
was an anti-black market o p­ 
eratio n 
desig ned 
“ to 
prev ent 
the ex po rting o f fo o d pro ducts 
fro m the Saar and an influx o f 
currency into the territo ry .” 
In London a British foreign of­ 
fice sp okesman sup p orted the French 
action, say ing th at it was a step 
against currency m anip ulaters and 
black 
marketeers 
and 
th a t 
the 
French had informed the Foreign 
M inisters council in New York th at 
such action was contemp lated. 
But Clay , obviously irked by the 
action, declared: 
“Under quadp artite government of 
Germ any any action like th at taken 
by the French without p lacing it 
before the Allied Control council 
for 
consideration 
is a 
unilateral 
action. 
"W hat’s going to hap p en around 
here if a cordon is thrown around 
every black m arket area in G er­ 
many ? Sup p ose we did it in Bavaria 
or even in the Bremen enclave? Sup ­ 
p ose the Russians did it in Sax ony ?” 
He said he intended to notify 
W ashington formally of the French 
move and added: “I don't know 
what instructions my government 
will give me.” 
The French-licensed Berlin news­ 


p ap er Der K urier said that, begin­ 
ning Dec. 29, the crossing of the 
Saar border will be p ermitted “only 
for German nationals and foreign 
civilians, of whatever nationality , 
who p ossess p assp orts with a visa 
written in three languages.” 
As 
of Dec. 22 traffic of goods between 
the Saar and the rem ainder of the 
French occup ation zone was de­ 
clared bound by “p ersonal and non- 
transferrable p erm it,” it added. 
There was no immediate re­ 
actio n fro m the Russians, but 
it was recalled that when French 
o ccupatio n autho rities the past 
July o rdered the transfer o f ll 
rural co mmunes fro m the Rhine­ 
land to the Saar the So v iet- 
co ntro lled Berlin Zeitung ac­ 
cused the French o f “ preparing 
to annex the Saar.** 
The French said at the time 
th a t the action was taken to “adap t 
the adm inistrative organization of 
the Saar to economic reality .” The 
communes consisted of 79 R hine­ 
land districts totaling about 
600 
square miles.

p rep aration today of a united p lea 
to Congress for a measure of relief. 
The action was taken because, 
under a Sup reme court interp reta- 
tion of the Fair Labor Standard act 
of 1938, numbers of emp loy es are 
faced with the p ossibility of having 
to p ay <fut a huge sum in retroactive 
p ay for workers’ time which is non­ 
p roductive 
but 
which 
may 
be 
deemed to be under comp any con­ 
trol and in comp any interest. 
The United States Chamber of 
Commerce took the lead with p lans 
to p oll its membership on a series 
of p rop osed am endm ents to the act, 
A cham ber announcem ent described 
the p rop osals as follows: 
“First, because of its urgent im ­ 
p ortance. an am endm ent th at will 
remove p resent uncertainties as to 
the hours worked as a basis for 
overtime comp ensation, 
“ The o pinio ns o f the U.S. Su­ 
preme co urt o n applicatio n o f 
the so -called po rtal - to - po rtal 
principle 
are 
inv o lv ed 
here. 
The law sho uld permit reco g ni­ 
tio n o f custo m, practice o r ag ree­ 
ment in the lo cality , industry , 
o r particular place o f emplo y ­ 
ment. 
Thus if there is a co l­ 
lectiv e 
barg aining 
ag reement 
between the emplo y er and the 
representativ e o f his emplo y ees 
as to when co mpensable pay time 
starts and sto ps that ag ree­ 
ment sho uld co ntro l. 
Such a 
pro v isio n in the law wo uld re­ 
mo v e present uncertainties. 
“S econd,-an amendment th at 
will restore trre long-standing defini­ 
tion of interstate commerce and thus 
p revent the p rogressive ex tension of 
the coverage of the law in unwar­ 
ranted directions, 
“Third, an amendm ent to afford 
relief to an emp loy er from m anda­ 
tory double liabilities where an un­ 
witting violation or other mitigating 
circum stances are found. 
“And fourth, an am endment to 
authorize emp loy ers and emp loy es to 
make comp romise 
settlem ents 
in 
cases of bona fide disp utes arising 
under the law. As it is now the 
courts will not recognize the validity 
of such comp romise settlem ents if 
cases come before them .”

Retail Food Prices 
Drop, Survey Shows 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 23 
m — 
Retail food prices were at all-time 
high lev els in mid-Nov ember, the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics report­ 
ed today. 
But a later check of a 
dozen cities - indicated prices were 
turning slowly downward. 
The bureaus major report on re­ 
tail food prices cov ered the month 
from Oct. 15 to Nov . 15, and show­ 
ed prices in 56 large cities had 
adv anced 4.3 percent in that period. 
It was the 
ninth 
consecutiv e 
month in which food prices had 
continued to soar. 
They were at 18 7.7 percent of 
the 1935-39 av erage, and were 1.5 
percent higher than in June, 1920, 
the peak after World War I. 
That the current crest had been 
passed was indicated, howev er, in 
the bureaus preliminary study of 
a dozen big cities between Nov . 26 
and Dec. 17. 
This showed a de­ 
cline of 3.5 percent in New York 
and v arying drops in ten other 
cities. 
Of the 12 cities studied, 
only Sav annah prices remained un­ 
changed.
